The sug ar shortag e and hig h prices 
need not curtail canning of fruits 
and 
veg etables 
in Indiana,

because of the shortag e of cotnmerc- 
ialh canned products. 
Sy rups may 
be used readily 
in place

sug ar, 
say s Miss Inez 
Richardson,

A suitable sy rup for vanning may 
lie made from 5-16 of a cup of sug ­ 
ar and 
*4 cup of water, cooked for a 
few minutes. 
In making preserves, 
add 'k of a teaspoon of salt to each 
pint of fruit, and make sy rup as for 
canning , but let it cook until it be­ 
comes thicker. 
The simplest method is to prepare 
the fruit for cold pack canning as is 
ordinarily done, but instead of pour­ 
ing the boiling 
sy rup, 
use boiling 
water, sterilize and seal. Sy rups may 
he used in nearly all recipes. 
In the following fruit preserving 
recipes, whieh 
have been 
tested at
